Developer clears annexation hurdle

While a local developer wants to 
throw residents a life preserver, 
some of those residents believe his 
efforts would only make them sink 

After much heated discussion, the 
Granite City Council Tuesday 
approved a pre-annexation agreement 
with developer Steve Lathrop to have 
the city annex 92 flood-prone acres in 
Nameoki Township 

What the City Council approved 
was an agreement that lets Lathrop 
pursue presentation of his plans to 
the U.S. Corps of Engineers and oth- 
er local, state and federal agencies 


City Council votes to allow Lathrop to pursue plans 


whose approval is needed, plus start 
securing the 94 acres to begin con- 
struction this spring. The council still 
has the option of rejecting: the final 
agreement if it finds the plans unac- 
ceptable 

Lathrop, of Ramm Development 
Inc., is seeking the annexation and 
approval to build Eagle Lake Estates, 
a $2 million housing and commercial 
development. The project would be 
built along Pontoon Road, west of 
Highway 111 and bordering the north- 
south Alton and Southern Railroad

A proposal to spend up to $50,000 
for an educational brochure on the

At Wednesday’s meeting, the 
board split 13-13 on the proposal, 
brought up by Dick Worthen, D-Al- 
ton. County Board Chairman Rudy 
Papa then broke the tie with a ‘‘no” 
vote 

in March, county residents will 
vote on a $6.5 million bond issue to 
build a combined nursing/sheltered 
cat home and a 5-cent tax increase 
to operate the home. A simple 
majority is needed on both issues 

The 20-year general obligation 

bonds could cost voters an addition-

Hampton showed 
little remorse

Maybe it was the frigid tempera 
ture and the threat of snow 

Maybe it w the cold-blooded 
nature of the crime 

Whatever it was, the death of Lloyd 
Wayne Hampton drew only a handful 
of protesters and, by normal stan 
dards, little media attention. Hamp. 
ton was prepared to die by lethal 
injection at midnight Wednesday and 
pronounced dead at 12:25 a.m. The 
convicted murderer was executed at 
the Stateville Correctional Center out- 
side Joliet in a procedure that lasted 
five minutes 

In 1992, during Hampton’s original 
execution date, dozens of protesters 
marched in front of the prison. Tues- 
day night, as few as five and 
many as 12 were at the prison 
gates. A few hours before the execu- 
tion, protesters held a candlelight vig 
il for Hampton at a nearby church 
Laurie Tockui of Lincoln attended 

He stood outside the gates, some- 
times in prayer, as the hour of the 
execution drew nearer: 

“The State of Illinois is killing 
someone and I object,’’ Tockui said. 
“That's why I’m here — to protest 
and to pray.”

The plaintitf 
argued that since the defendant had no 
insurance of his own, and because the liability 
portion of her policy did not apply to her in this 
situation, that therefore the defendant was in fact 
an uninsured motorist, even though there was 
insurance on the car he was drivin 

The Court noted that the Insurance Code of 
this state requires every automobile liability policy 
to contain uninsured motorist coverage. The 
Court felt that the purpose of this provision was 
to ensure that compensation would be available 
to policy holders in the event of injury by an 
auinsured motorist.

IDOT funds will go to SIUE

SIUE’s School of Engineer- 
ing has been’ awarded $202,148 
from the Illinois Department 
of Transportation for two pro- 
jects to study highway noise 
abatement in the state 

Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville beat out two 
Chicago-based schools in their 
proposals to the Illinois Trans- 
portation Research Center 
Funding of the two projects is: 
$108,845 for the study of acous- 
tics of sound transmission over 
noise barrier walls and $93,303 
to evaluate the service life of 
such walls 

“we're still at such an early 
stage that it’s difficult to tell 
what will be learned from the 
project,’ said Richard Rom- 
ick-Allen, an assistant prof 
sor of mechanical engineering 
at SIUE and principal investi- 


gator of the acoustics project. 
“When our research is done, 
we'll write our final reports for 
IDOT.”

“How should we talk to the 
general public about acoustics?

Removal nears completion
